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Applicant's primary argument from page 9-12 is that Landgren does not teach "a privacy profile for a wireless communication device 
including of client applications that are permitted to receive location information for the particular wireless communication device." The 
examiner does not agree for the following reasons: According to Landgren " From step 310, operation proceeds to step 312 wherein the 
mobile unit's subscriber profile is accessed. The mobile unit's subscriber profile, if not stored locally, is accessed via the wireless network. 
Should the subscriber profile allow location information to be appended to a communication, the location for the mobile unit is determined 
at step 316 and then appended to the communication at step 318. However, if at step 314, it is determined that permission to post 
location information for the mobile unit is denied, operation returns to step 301 . " col. 8 lines 56-65. Hence , Landgren's mobile unit has 
the ability to allow or deny access to a requesting application based on its registered profile. 
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
